The Contra Costa, was put on by 
Charles Mc-nton to run as the regular 
fcoat between San Antonio and San 
Francisco and intormedlaite points on 
Oakland Creek. At thait time a.11 the 
trade between Llvermore Valley and 
Sun Airtonlo, (now East Oakland), cen- 
tered at :La Rue's wharf, now near the 
Brooklyn station. After harvest time 
the .town wa» lively with teams haul- 
ing farm produce and driving cattle 
tor the San Francisco market. Three 
hotels, many stores of various kinds, 
livery 
stables, and whUkey saloons 
made up the town. A stage line was 
runrlnK from San Joae having Ha- ter- 
minus hero.

they should always be washed, and It la 
best to do this as soon as they coma 
from the market. After thoy are thor- 
oughly cleansed wrap them In a wet 
towel and lay them In the refrigerator 
near the ice, or In a cool, dark cellar.
